Enlightened leaders came 
from Incia—Tagore, the great 
poet, who, in disgust, relin- 
quished his knighthood:

And. by nightfall of a tiendish 
day, the greater danger was over.

IN ENGLAND, NOW ‘THAT APRIL’S HERE 


William Beveridge, the famous 
economist, is now studying the 
biggest and most comprehensive 
scheme of secial insurance ever 
seriously contemplated in this 
country. 

Experts from Government de- 
partments, employers and trade 
union leaders have been asked for 
their help, and when the scheme 
is complete it will be submitted to 
the Government. 

One suggestion already put for- 
ward is that there should be a flat 
benefit of two pounds a week, pay- 
able for sickness, unemployment. 
blindness, accident and old age— 
in other words, that this mini- 
mum of pension or relief, together 
with suitable allowances for de- 
pendants, should be available for 
all who have an honest claim 
to it. 

I do not know whether this 
sweeping measure of reform will 
actually be put forward, and, still 
less, whether it stands much 
chance of being officially adopted. 

But I have not the slightest 
doubt that the vast majority of 
the country would support it on 
a free vote and that, sooner or 
later, Parliament will be com- 
pelled by public opinion to 
simplify and unify existing 
schemes of State Insurance and 
guarantee security and reason- 
able comfort to those who stand 
in need of the State’s help be- 
cause of age, infirmity, or unem- 
ployment.

filled. My end was not violent, but 
it was laboured, as were so many 
that I had witnessed.

I knew, too, that I was alive, that 
I had shaken off my last illness 
sufficiently to be able to stand 
upright and look about me.

HE famous United 
States Marines, who 
in the last 140 years 
have made 200 hostile 
landings on every con- 
tinent, except Australia, 
were today practising 
maneceuvres along the lines 
of Britain’s night-raiding 

Commandos. 

All their preparations pointed to 
one object—seizing and holding 
bases. That is no military secret. 
|The real surprises are the innova- 
tions being developed. 

I was told it was probable the 
Marines would be used as “a ship- 
air-shore team for overseas 
action.” 

For months the Marines have 
practised secretly with every type 
of amphibian tank. 

They have what are believed 
to be the world’s best motor 
barges for landing troops, tanks, 
guns and supplies under enemy 
fire. 

Despite the Navy's announce- 
| ment last night of the loss of the 
aircraft tender Langley and two 
other warships in the Battle of 
Java, the tide of the Pacific war is 
believed to be turning, and Navy 
shipbuilding is far ahead of losses.
